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Campaign Gets 
Under Way in 
Good Shape 

PASS ONE HUNDRED MARK 

Plan of Enrollment Slightly 
Changed to Meet Local 
Conditions 

The reorganization campaign of the 
Chamber of Commerce is making 
good headway and the leaders feel 
well satisfied with the progress which 
has been made so far. Owing to the 
fact that so many of the men of this 
town are away all day in Los An¬ 
geles, it has not been found entirely 
practical to handle the campaign 
along the same lines as in the cities 
where nearly all citizens are to be 
found within the city limits day times. 

In most cities the plan followed is 
to give three or four mornings over 
to solicitation of memberships by 
the workers on ten or twelve teams 
and generally the quota is made in 
those few days. That plan has been 
followed to a certain extent here but 
modifications have been round nec¬ 
essary owing to local conditions. 

The teams reported in a hundred 
and two memberships up to Thurs¬ 
day noon anti a large portion of the 
city has not been covered at all. To¬ 
night there is to be a meeting of the 
workers in the City Hall and a re¬ 
vised list of prospects will be gone 
over. Each worker will select a few 
of those which he feels he can most 
easily reach, and it is confidently be¬ 
lieved that by the time those reports 
are in, the quota will be well within 
reach. 

Delicious luncheons have been ser¬ 
ved at the Woman’s Club eticn day so 
far for the workers. Those who have 
not been able to be present have miss, 
ed splendid meals and a most enter¬ 
taining session, as the workers ex¬ 
changed experiences and challenges. 

Some of the workers have found 
that the people they went to see had 
not grasped the real meaning of the 
campaign or the reason of putting it 
on in this manner. One objection 
frequently advanced was that the pro¬ 
spect did not approve of calling in 
outsiders and paying a commission on 
the money raised—that it should all 
have been handled in this town. 

Almost invariably this objection has 
been put forward by those who have 
not kept in close touch with the Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce work here and the 
Directors, who decided to undertake 
this campaign and who investigated 
the matter very thoroughly before 
employing outside men, regret that 
before advancing this objection these 
citizens did not take the trouble to 
look into the matter in detail. 

A year and a half ago an attempt 
was made to put on a membership 
campaign without outside help. It 
partiall'’ succeeded but the volunteer 
workers, without a trained manager, 
did not carry it along far enough and 
the organization did not have suffi¬ 
cient funds to accomplish the work it 
had planned to do. Also the cam¬ 
paign failed in that it did not arouse 
enough active interest in the work to 
get together a sufficiently large num¬ 
ber who would serve on committees 
and put through the projects out¬ 
lined. 

The same small group of loyal 
workers, who had served faithfully 
for so many years was reluctantly 
forced to carry the entire burden for 
another year, serve on all the com¬ 
mittees and do all that was uonc. 

After listening to reports from 
other cities and canvassing the situ¬ 
ation thoroughly, the Directors felt 
that if Sierra Madre was to keep 
abreast of similar communities and 
get her share of the desirable new¬ 
comers to California, a strong, stan¬ 
dardized Chamber of Commerce was 
the first requisite. Considering care¬ 
fully the possibilities, tney decided 
that the only way it could be done 
was by employing expert assistance 
They knew of no one in this city who 
had the knowledge, ability, time or 
desire to manage such a campaign. 
It did not seem reasonable to infer 
that if a man would not spare time 
to serve on even one committee, he 
would spare the time, even if he had 
the ability, to give his entire effort 
for five or six weeks to such a cam¬ 
paign. 

After the membership quota is 
reached, three of four weeks will be 
devoted to reorganizing the Chamber 
and "etting the program of work un¬ 
der way. This can be best accomplish¬ 
ed by someone especially trained for 
such work—no amateur could do it 
successfully. Those who think this 
campaign could have been put on and 
made a success by volunteer, ama¬ 
teur organizers, have not waked up 
to the fact that today civic and com¬ 
mercial organization work calls for 
specialized training. The day of the 
volunteer, haphazard secretary or or¬ 
ganizer has past. 

The Directors think also, that any 
one who expresses the opinion that 
the Chamber of Commerce has ac¬ 
complished nothing in the past to 
justify its further existence and sup¬ 
port has not taken the trouble to 
find out what has been done. They 
would be very glad to furnish some 
concrete examples of accomplishment 
to any enquirer who is honest in mak¬ 
ing tfeis objection. An interesting 
point in this connection is, that the 
men who have given of their time 
and effort to help accomplish things 
and who have been in close touen 
with the work, are the most enthusi-

Preparing To Care For More 
Visitors Than Ever At Next 
Tournament

In case of a damp morning the 
principal streets leading into Pasa¬ 
dena will also lie sanded so that the 
thousands who drive to Pasadena may 
do so with the minimum of danger 
from skidding. 

The prizes and tronlr- cups to tie 
offered for the parade will be the 
finest the association has ever been 
able to list. It is hqped this year to 
even suipai-s the record of 1921 in 
which there were over 100 entries, 
making it the biggest and bc.-t pago- 
J ant to date in the 35 years of his- 
I tory of the Tournament of Roses.

Extra Patrols to Draws Fine for 

Be Continued Reckless Driving 


Citv Marshal Udell states that the 
extra patrolmen will be kept on duty 
at night until all danger from night 
marauders is passed. In view of the 
prevalence of crime throughout this 
entire section of the country it is not 
considered advisable to relax any of 
the nrorautions taken to protect the 
citizens of this community. 

The Marshal has arranged for pa¬ 
trols in such a manner that every 
house in the city is passed by the of¬ 
ficers several time during the night, 
hut the routes are laid out in such a 
way that no thief could forecast how 
the officers would follow them or 
where they would be next. 

The Marshal considers that he can 
furnish much more efficient protection 
in this way than if regular routes 
were traversed. 

In response to a message that a sus¬ 
picious character had been noticed on 
the county road after midnight Sun¬ 
day, the officers searched that terri¬ 
tory and found a man at the side of 
the road who could not give a very 
satisfactory account of himself. They 
arrested him and locked him up while 
investigating his stor v but could not 
uncover any evidence on which they 
could prosecute and the sheriff’s of¬ 
fice had nothing against him. 

Though far from satisfied that he 
was the innocent wayfarer he repre¬ 
sented himself to be, the officers could 
do nothing but warn him not to be 
found hanging around under such cir¬ 
cumstances again and send him out 
of town. He seemed sufficiently im¬ 
pressed and lost no time in hustling 
out of the city. 

Apprehensive souls mav rest com¬ 
fortable, according to the assurance 
of the Marshal, in the knowledge that 
while there may not be very much 
said about it, the town is being cov¬ 
ered with very effective police pro¬ 
tection.

Bringing Bureau to Man 
New Method Followed 

“Take the Bureau to the Man,” is 
the new policy of the U. S. Veterans 
Bureau (consolidated Bureau of War 
Risk Insurance, Federal Board for Vo¬ 
cational Education and U. S. Public 
Health Service). In carrying out this 
police, the Bureau is sending a travel¬ 
ing clean-up squad thru the Twelfth 
District, California, Arizona and Ne¬ 
vada for the purpose of considering 
claims of all disabled ex-service men 
and women for compensation, voca¬ 
tional Training, medical treatment or 
insurance. The squad will visit the 
cities as listed on the enclosed itiner¬ 
ary on the dates shown. This sober* 
ule will be strictly adhered to. 

Every disabled veteran of the 
World War now has a chance if he 
has never had it before, to ‘’Ct what 
is coming to him from the govern¬ 
ment. It is for the purpose of car¬ 
rying this chance directly to the dis¬ 
abled veteran’s door that the U. S. 
Veterans’ Bureau is conducting the 
clean-up campaign. 

It is essential that veterans who 
were sick or wounded in the service 
and who are now suffering from the 
effects of that sickness or those 
wounds, should know of their privil¬ 
eges. Briefly stated, they are as fol¬ 
lows: 

Pirst—Compensation. Any veteran 
suffering from, a disability which his 
record shows, or he can prove, was 
contracted in or aggravated by his 
war service, is entitled to $80 a niontn 
for temporary disability, !>100 a 
month fur permanent total disability 
and pro-rated amounts for temporary 
and permanent partial disabilities. In 
vase of tuberculosis or mental trouble 
developed within two vears of dis¬ 
charge the disabled man does not 
have to prove service origin in order 
to get compensation. All disabled 
men rated as totally and permanently 
disabled, who have kept up thier War 
Bisk Insurance, are entitled to $•>.it> 
a month for each $1,000 of insurance 

carried. . , 

Second—Vocational Training. Any 
disabled ex-service man entitled to 
comoensation, whose training is found 
feasible, is also entitled to vocational 
education at the Government’s ex¬ 
pense. Also any disabled veteran, 
honorablv discharged, who is unable 
to return to his pre-war job because 
of a disability due to service, regard¬ 
less of whether or not he is receiving 
compensation, is entitled to vocation¬ 
al training at the Governments ex¬ 
pense. There are two classes of 
trainees, those who receive training 
and training pay for subsistence and 
those who merely receive training, in¬ 
cluding tuition, hooks, etc. 3 mining 
pay varies from $80 to $100 a month 
wiih an additional allowance for fam- 
I ily dependents. 

Third As to Hospitalization. Any 
ex-service man who is taken sick will 
he given emergency treatment in 
government hospitals, pending an in¬ 
vestigation into the origin of his llt-

Enjoyed by 
Many Citizens 

SUCCESSFUL THROUGHOUT 

Bayer as Song Leader Almost 
As Great Success as 
Speech Maker 

The Greater Sierra Madre Civic 
dinner which was held at the Woman* 

! Club House Monday night was a ' Teat 
success from every sandDoint. Them 
was a good crowd, one hundred and 
fifteen being seated at the tables in 
the auditorium, good music, good 
food, good speakers and a general at¬ 
mosphere of interest and enthusiasm. 

Mayor Mitchell presided and in the 
unavoidable absence of Louis Brooks 
who was to have lead the singing, 
Charles Bayer of Pomona proved him¬ 
self a songbird as well as being one of 
the most successful and popular 
Chamber of Commerce workers m 
Southern California. Some words pe¬ 
culiarly adapted to Sierra Madre had 
been set to popular airs and with the 
enlivening accompaniment of the Kid- 
as Orchestra, the crowd tiid them full 
justice. 

Father Woodcutter delivered the 
Invocation and those present sat down 
to one of the best dinners ever served 
by the Woman’s Club—than which 
there is no higher praise. Singing 
and selections by the orchestra passed 
the time between courses and when 
the time came for the speeches, Dean 
Shaw, as toastmaster, wittily intro¬ 
duced the speakers making a few tell¬ 
ing points for the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce work each time. 

Mrs. J. Milton Steinberger, presi¬ 
dent of the Woman’s Club, spoke of 
the Woman’s part in civic wark and 
the necessity for the hearty support 
of the women for all projects for pub¬ 
lic betterment. She urged a great¬ 
er display of neighborliness and told 
of her hope for the establishment of 
a community sing as a part of the 
progressive work to be undertaken. 

She was followed by Charles Ba’* 
er who gave a forceful, straigjs' 
the shoulder talk on the advh 
to be gained from Chamber of 
merce work properly organized 
carried on. He told the workers sot .e 
of the objections they would meet 
with when they started after members 
and he demolished each objection 
showing it had no real foundation. Mr. 
Bayer has had many years experience 
in Chamber of Commerce work ana 
he spoke with authority. He con¬ 
cluded by telling the audience that r 
they would only make up their mind, 
to work together consistently and 
steadfastly for any objective, that it 
! could be accomplished—there is r 
limit to what earnest, united effc 
properly directed can accomplish. I 
laid particular emphasis on the fc 
that the great majority of commui 
ties in Southern California have a. 
tractive, standardized Chambers and 
advised Sierra Madre not to throw¬ 
away the advantage she has through 
her climate and beautiful location by 
not keeping her standard of develop¬ 
ment up to the mark set by her sister 
communities. 

Mr. G. F. Rienhart, Editor of the 
Covina Citizen, made an eloquent act- 
dress which aroused enthusiastic ap¬ 
plause. He told how the reorganiza¬ 
tion campaign in Covina had wakened 
up that town, building the member¬ 
ship from five to two hundred and 
thirty-two with a budget of $8,500. 
Covina was credited with a popula¬ 
tion of but 1900 at the last census 
and is still considerably less in popu¬ 
lation than this city. He stated that 
: as a result of the campaign, the 
Chamber of Commerce had acquired 
a lot and intended to erect a perma¬ 
nent home for the Chamber that it 
might have proper quarters to carry 
on the work which is bound to in¬ 
crease from year to year. He urgeu 
j his hearers to go whole heartedly in¬ 
to the campaign both for the bene¬ 
fit to the city and for the individual 
benefit they would receive through 
participation in civic work.

j The sale of the Christmas seals is- 
J sued by the Anti-tuberculosis Associ¬ 
ation is not making the headway that 
it should. Perhaps one reason is that 
so many people confuse this with the 
lied Cross work and feel that having 
taken out a Red Cross membership 
! they have covered the ground. 

I This mistake probably arises from 
i the fact that in the beginning the 
Red Cross handled the sale of these 
. i seals, but of recent years it has been 
j found advisable to have the Anti¬ 
tuberculosis Association take entire 
charge of the itile and the funds. The 
‘ Red Cross heartily endorses the work 
t : and urges that all possible assistance 
r be given it, but the Red Cross does 
! not have any share in the money col- 
| | lected. 

i i We who live in California realize 
t ! better than the people in most other 
! sections of the country the extent and 
> | the cost of the “white plague.” The 
[ afflicted from all over the world come 
to this state in the hope of benefit 
from its climate and there is no one of 
! us who does not appreciate that an 
unending battle against the spread of 
■ 1 this scourge must be waged. 

l.os Angeles County has bigger 
' 1 problems to face in this fight than 
ever before owing to the large num- 
j her of ex-service men afflicted with 
< this disease who are making their 
j homes in this section, as well as our 
f greatly increased Mexican population. 
The children in these families must 
, he protected both from infection and 
1 from the undernourished condition 
I which makes them particularly sus- 
i j ceptible to infection. 

A large proportion of the work of 
[ this Association is among the children 
| A open air camp is maintained in the 
i San Gabriel Canyon where undernour- 
1 ished and underweight children are 
; sent and wonderful results have been 
obtained. Permanent dental clinics 
I have been established in districts 
where there are a large number of 
1 children who, in the ordinary course 
j of events, would have no dental care 
whatever, and improvement in health 
; and weight has followed the treat¬ 
ment of abcessed and decayed teeth. 

The function of this Association is 
primarily preventive. It is no part of 
its work to furnish support for in¬ 
digent tubercular people except in so 
far as relief of homr conditions and 
surroundings may prevent the spread 
of tuberculosis.

The December Garden 

By Jessie Ward 

This is alteration and clean-up 
month in the garden. The recent 
wind storm has cleaned the deciduous 
trees of their foliage; now it our 
turn to rake up the leaves, trim the 
trees and go over the garden gener¬ 
ally. 

Fertilize and keep the ground loose. 
Trim off all dead and useless branches 
Trim hack deciduous fruit trees. Spray 
for scale and other pests. Stake up i 
all top-heavy trees and plants. Trim 
hedges. 

Roses intended for Christmas bloom 
should be well fed, watered and culti¬ 
vated. 

All kinds of trees and shrubs can 
he safely moved now from one place 
to another in the garden if they are 
dug correctly. Evergreen trees and 
shrubs should be “balled” or moved 
with the dirt around the roots and de¬ 
ciduous trees moved in their "bare 
roots.” If roses are to be moved, 
they should be pruned and all the 
leaves taken off. 

Any plants or trees that are sick¬ 
ly or have become stunted from sun¬ 
burn or other causes and are not 
“e arning their keep” should be dug 
out and thrown away, and the space 
replanted with healthy young stock. 

Beds can be made of pansies, stocks, 
snap dragons, calendulas, carnations 
! and English daisies for winter bloom, 
i Plant about one foot apart. 

Where Bermuda grass has estab¬ 
lished inself in the lawn, now is the 
i time to scratch it up with a strong 
steel rake. It is a hard job and will 
j take a strong man. Don’t be afraid 
j of ruining the lawn. After it is 
! thoroughly scratched up and the grass 
removed, apply a liberal amount of i 
' commercial fertilizer to the ragged 
j looking surface and sow as much blue 
I grass seed as if making a new lawn. 1 
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Keep moist and watch the carpet of 
green appear. 

It is time to be thinking about 
where you want to plant deciduous 
fruit trees for next month is the time 
to get them. Don’t wait for it will 
be too late then. Anything in orna¬ 
mental shrubbery and trees can be 
planted now.
